States Attorney, you must be available by telephone, but you will be given 
at least 24 hours telephone notice within which to appear at the United 
States Courthouse. 

If you do not return the bo ttom portion of this notice to the office of the 
United States Attorney, you must appear at the United States Courthouse in 
Denver, Colorado, at 9:30 a.m., June 4. 1964 . 

Your cooperation will permit the Government to give you and other witnesses 
the fullest possible consideration with the least possible Inconvenience to 
yourself, your famiLy and your employer.

This IS.OOfl houaa ia equipped with NANOPO 
watering ayatea and the heat uabreile. 
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The waterers are individually connected.to 

the water pipe that furnishes the water 
through the chicken house, by a cowbination 

"T" and valve with a ten to fifteen foot 
length so that the waterer may be placed by 
the brooders while brooding. Ifhen broilers 
are large enough to have the run of the house 
the waterers can be hung so that a broiler or 
foul at any time will not be more than seven 
feet from water. When not in use. waterers 
can be hung to the over head out of the way 
when cleaning or catching. The bowl and cone 
are aiade of Polyethylene, a plastic that will 
not deteriorate from impurities in the water 
or the acids from chicken dropping and mois¬ 
ture. It is also very durable, the same plas¬ 
tic which is used to replace steel gears. To 
enuip a chicken house or broiler house with 
this watering system that will automatically 
water the broiler from egg to market will cost 
much less than conventional waterers. Not to 
mention the cost of fruit jars and hand water¬ 
ers. etc. that must be used for a week or two 
before the chicks are large enough to be put 
on automatic waterers.

32,166 KWH for chicken brooding at a total 
roit of $241.35 for 50,000 chicks, this 
figures 0,40 wills per bird. In other words 
50.000 baby chicks were brooded with heat 
lamps during the worst winter in years. (Nov. 
1957 to Nov. 19.50). Note: this not only 
weans all the heat frow brooding but light, 
water, ventilation and sprinkling systew 
for cooling during hot weather and during 
cold daya in winter part of the heat lights 
were returned on to keep the litter dry. 

This experiaent and the developwent of the 
Watering Systew and the "Heat 
IlDbrella" brooders has been conducted on 
the I..

Dear Mr, Mohn: 

I am an Industrial Designer who has approached four manufacturers 
of line equipment such as Freightliner, Kenworth etc., in an effort 
to urge them to improve the conditions a driver lives with in the 
cab of a big truck driving on long hauls. Each manufacturers says 
"we don’t want to do anything now unless competition forces us to 
do it". This obviously does not make for good conditions in the 
design of truck caha 

What I am talking about shows up in the spirit of drivers, whether 
or not thay are tired after long drives because the seats are not 
designed properly or the muffler noise impedes his efficiency. Also 
it shows up in the maintenance of the equipment. For instance, if 
the interior of the cab Is designed with a little attention to the appear- 
ance the driver takes care of It and is proud of it much as he takes 
care of the whole rig if it is in good condition and maintained well. 

In general then, the welfare of the driver as well as his safety is 
effected by the design of the cab. Yet, manufacturers are not going 
to take a step unless there is a demand by the drivers -- therefore, 
the Teamsters’ Union. 

For this reason I would like to propose that you consider calling me 
In as a consultant to show you why this situation exists and how it can 
be improved. I do not mean to infer that all truck manufacturers 
are villains, but I do say that drivers will have to put up with what 
they have unless someone starts the ball rolling. It looks like it

A meeting of the representatives of Local Unions with Globe- 
master, Inc. locations in their areas was held Thursday morning 
at 8:30, July 7th, at the Fontainblcau Hotel in Miami Beach, Florida. 

Tho following representatives were present:

Jack Jorgensen Local 359 Minneapolis, Minnesota 

W. L. Williams Local 117 Seattle, Washington 

Ben Leal Local 856 San Francisco, Calif. 

Unable to attend the meeting were representatives of Local 504, 
Boston; Local 528, Atlanta; Local 860, San Francisco. 

The purpose of the meeting was to formulate plans to negotiate 
a company-wide agreement with this company. 

Presently only Local 860, representing warehouse people, and 
Local 856, representing office workers, both located in San Francisco, 
have signed agreements with the company. 

Local 117 won a N.L.R.B. representation election almost a year ago 
and failing to negotiate a contract, struck the company. The strike is 
now in its 10th month and little progress has been made. 

It was reported by Don Peters, President of Local 743, that 
743 won a representation election of the office workers of Globe- 
master in Chicago, but lost the election for the warehouse people. 

Charles Di Guardo, Local 570, Baltimore, reported that his 
local union won a N.L.R.B. representation election at Globemaster in 
May, by a vote of 16 to 0. He has met with the representative of the 
company, a Ur. Purloin, a Vice President, on one occasion and made 


no progress. 



Mr. Purloin stated that he would submit a counter-proposal 
at a future date. 

Charles Lindsay, Local 552, Denver, reported that his local 
union had won an election for the warehouse employees the last 
week of June, by a count of 6 to l. 

It was unanimously agreed that the local unions representing 
Globemaster employees would call meetings and get a vote from their 
membership to give power of attorney to the National Warehouse 
Division for the purpose of negotiating a company-wide contract. 

It was also agreed that the local unions that have unorganized 
Globemaster locations would immediately start an organizing campaign 
so that we can be completely organized in all areas. 

Jack Jorgensen of Local 359, Minneapolis, suggested that a 
meeting of representatives of all locals involved be called, 
preferably in the city of Minneapolis, before the end of July. 

The Director of the National Warehouse Division agreed to set up 
such a meeting.

Dear Mr. Gibbonsi 

I have been informed by a very important person that 
to gat action from tha Teamstars Union you are the man to whom 
1 should writa. I am tha ownsr of Grant-Patten Milk Company, 
a local concern) and wa have bean mambors in the Teamsters Union 
aince 1921. Unfortunately, we are the only dairy in the area 
in the union. 

Sandera Dairy, also a local concern, has about three 
or four union mewoera. Mayfield Dairy, from Athens, Tennessee, 
has approximately 250 non-union members. Happy Valley Farms, 
from noeaville, Georgia, haa approximately 250 non-union employees. 
Sealteat Foods, a national concern, haa about 50 non-union 
employeea. It ia impossible to operate on the wage scale that 
wa have and compete with those other dairies. It is hard enough 
for a amall concern to make ends meet without having to pay $20 
to $30 more par week than our competitors are paying. 

We would certainly appreciate it if you would have 
ona of your top men coma down and investigate the Chattanooga 
market. Tour interest will certainly be appreciated as we reed 
it badly.

DEFLATIONARY IDLE SAVINGS. 


LORD XE1715S said In l9?l, "Save 6/- end you disemploy one men for one 
day." Liter, lie omphasizod 'employment and the creation of new income out of 

now production can bo maintained only by expending on goods and services and oapital 
work*, THE INCOME PREVIOUSLY EAR' 

London "Times" cf 22/4/46 stated "The late Lord Kaynos* central 
thesis was that there no mechanism in laiaacz fuire capitalism to ensure adequate 
total demand for t-.hs products of labour, and more especially that the productive res¬ 
ourced left unused in consequence of "caving" are not. automatically put to use by the 
business eosr.unity through ’investments' in the creation of productive eapital. His 
ar^awnt led to the conclusion that in contemporary conditions the growth of wealth, 
so ftr from being dependent on the abstinence of thu rich, as is commonly supposed,is 
more likely to bo impeded by it." 

IaIssos faIre reach* . its height in the mid 19th century, and by Mar¬ 
shall’s time seme cautious qualilicaticas were expressed. In l&JT, Professor Pigou 
systemlrod these doubts.. Troro are times, he wroto, when "tho invisible hand filters 
in its aim." Keynes' doubts wont deeper thin Profeaeor Pigou's. In 1926 hs pub¬ 
lished a pamphlet boldly entitled "The and of Lmiaeoz Fairo.". He atatod "Let 

finance bo primarily national. Thu duty of ordering the currant volume of investment 
oannot safely bj loft in private hands." 

Cn philosophical and othioal grounds also ho rightly oritieieed a so¬ 
ciety whose whole motive force was derived from desir? for g*ii. Keynes revealed 
s deep uneasiness about the whole ohar*«. ter of the v.*-;ild in which ha was living. 

Tr. 1924, A. *■:. aBLATI the wll known Jcoec^ist, plainly declared in 
his "Unclaimed w eslth," "Lsissot-i&ire is an imfcurlect system which does not ensure 
that income is fully utilised." "Abstention from oonsui-.ption, i.s., "savings," does 
not neceoaarily cause, and may prevent on increase in capital goods and equipment." 

Again in 1931, in his Geneva "Uuuluiaei Wealth" Bullatins,- "We must 
promoto tha full and rational utilization of nil unemployed labour, in oapital works, 
to raise the standard of living and to provide tho moans of useful and profitable in¬ 
vestment of eavin;s." Also, "Tho Government, by reduced taxation and by auppleaent- 
ary expenditure and outlay should neutralize completely and immediately, the with¬ 
holding of purchasing power by tho publio, as this oauses general unemployment

for later uso. Investment also includes the building of (trolling houses." 

POPE PIUS 12th urged tho representatives of 46 oountriee who had been 
attending the International Congress of Credit in Rome, "to prevent money from lying 
dormant, and to serve the common good by sotting it to the service of the oawnunity in 
industrial aotivity, agricultural produotion, publio oapital works, tho building of 
houses for the people, educational and oultural institutions, social aervioos and wel¬ 
fare schemes." (D.S. 2Al/6l) 

CntUND BURKE stated in 1706, in a letter to tho Duko of Bedford, "I 
hold it to be in its coneequonces, the worst economy in the world. In saving money, I 
soon can count up all thu good 1 <’.o; but when, by a cold wnury, I blast the abilities 

of s nation and stunt the growth of its aotive energies, the ill I do is beyond all 

calculation." RUSKIN, in a letter so a triant., stated "Lie solouoo of politioal eoo- 
nomy, as hitherto taught, is u li<- wholly am bo the very iovt. To this soience alone 
(the professed and organized pureuit of money'' is trying all the evil of modem days." 

Dr. STEPHEN LSiCOC'/, av McGiij. ’’niversity for *u years, and Professor 
of Politioal Economy, blur.-ly decl-red "fc.se seisr'ca of »o->n©miPs is s wreck. There is 
as much light in the old uccnomica as toure is in a glow worm. Eooi.umios as now taught 

Is the HISTORY OF DISPROVED THEORIES; THEREFORE USE YOUR BRAINS ON THE EVIDENCE BEFORE 

YOU" l D. C. COYLE, the "Mslington Engineer Economist, stated in his valuable 

little book, "Brass Taoks," (pf which a million copies were sold,) "the harder we save 
for a ra?ny day, the harder we sake it rain" I 

Dr. TTLLIAM WITHERS of Queen's College, New York, statusi "Many of our 
majer eoonomio diffioulties arise bocauoe of over-saving. We must put these savings to 
work, - soma by borrowing for oapital works instead of by all taxes." 

Premier S. S. GARfiON has said "There must be put baok into oiroulation 
saoh year, in the form of INTSSIISNTS, both by private concerns and the Goyerrment, an 
amount equal to the savings vnich have been taken out of circulation......." 

Others have ssid, very truly, that in the final analyeis,the only-real 
"savings" are the essential capital works, all of which pay direct or indireot divi- 
dende, (to this AND future generations,) - such as buildings, rosds, subways, flood 
ocntrol works, factories, mashinery, irrigation, forests, docks, harbours, sehoels, 
hydro, hospitals, oto., many of whieh ws paid for Ar the hungry thirties and DID 1 NT 
GET, wh*n we paid workers NOT TO '.TORK, - &n$ oests were only half those of today l 

Banks do NOT Lend savings deposits! they create the money they lend, 

- henoi the deposits. (Gee Keynes, Soolea, Towers, Snoyolopedla 0rj.ttannios, ete.) 
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NEW DEAL TOO SMALL AND SLOW. 

It la now clear that tha ohlaf thing wrong with Praaidant Roosevelt's n Naw 
Deal," thanke to tha oppoaltion of tha raaotlonary and unrealistic, waa ita extremely 
inadequate public worka program, plana and materials,(Only |3.5 blna waa allottad for 
1983). This la proved by j— 

(A) Tha enormous amount of war work done In ACHIEVING FULL EMPLOYMENT,coa¬ 
ting $60 blna or more yearly] not that any auoh aum la naoaaaary In oonstruotlvs work. 

(B) Tha great lack of protective and lndlapenaable publlo worka and conser¬ 
vation, aa evidenced by tha oontlnuoua loaa of llvaa, oropa and proparty,dua to flooda 
atei - tha aurrant U.S. eronion loaa alone la over ♦1 billion yearly. The 2000 word 
eablagram aant by Lord Keynes to Preaidant Rooaavalt on Dbo. Slat, 1933, imploring him 
to aooelarate hla publlo worka expenditure - for employment and purchasing power, 
ahowa elaarly tha than disastrous laok of euitable plana, praparatlona and matarlala. 
Scarcely 3£ had bean expanded In that oruolal flrat year. 

(C) Tha tan millIona atill unemployed In 1937 whan Congreaa atupldly attem¬ 
pted a "balanced budget," l.a., to "cut off tha feot of the tall man to fit tha bad." 

(D) Tha $37 blna lnoreaaed national Income during tha four yaara after 1933 
and $22 blna yearly thereafter,plue enormoua new wealth,from tha punp priming of a pal¬ 
try and begrudged $9 blna of aeeantlal publlo worka, lnoludlng tha lnoomparable T.V.A* 

(I) New Zealand'a Now Deal,EVER SINCE 1936,her AMPLE PUBLIC WORKS, liberal¬ 
ly amortlaad, full omployment, (100 unemployed, 30,000 jobs waiting,) atablllty, low 
prioea, muoh lnoreaaad maaa lnoooea, few poor or very rloh, record proaparlty, great- 
aat aoolal aaeurlty In tha world, all of whloh, and more, can be duplicated by ua,wlth 
our euparior lnduatrlallaatlon and raaoureaa, - given a HUMANIZED CAPITALISM, - more 
Ilka tha kind of capitaliaei that Marrlner S. Socles, Chairman of the U.S. Fedoral Roe- 
arva Bank Board eaya ha wants to SEE SURVIVE. 

Undoubtedly tha underlying eausa of the microscopic scope of tha New Deal, 
aa well aa moat depreaaionii, was tha old mistake of placing public IHVES1M3NT In tha 
same aatagory aa private DEBT, and tha dlsoouraglng high taxes inseparable from inade¬ 
quate AMORTISATION of tha public worka ao essential for protaoting future production 
and prlea levels and maintaining employment] to say nothing of tha stupidity of axoea- 
alvaly favoring posterity financially at tha unooonomio expanse of this generation, by 
net apportioning the oapltul eost aooordlng to the benefits reoelved and the lifetime 
of eaoh projeot. Lika many others. Dr. Nto. Withers of Queen's College, N.Y., states! 
"large or speedy retirement of public debt la not an eoonomio necessity NOR DESIRABLE 
even if praotloable." 

In matters like amortisation, investment and debt, governments and publlo 
bodlas ara NOT like individuals, - here today and gone tomorrow. Lords Kaynss, Bever¬ 
idge and Samplll, Dre Soddy, Hansen, and Withers, P.C.Loftus, M.P., A.H.Abbati, Graham 
Towers, ato., have stressed this. 

Fortunately, loglo and arithmetic arc at laat receiving more attention. For 
lnatanoe, tha great new North Sootland Hydro project in the Highlanda, (over a million 
horae power,) ie being amortised over an 80 YEAR period, (I had suggested 100,) "the 
dams and tunnels being good for over 200 years"! (I had said 300 years.) 

fVitserland too amortised 68# of her heavy defence expenditures, 1939-1945, 
over 60 YEARS, realising the benefits to, and the responsibility of, posterity. 

In Ireland, an end la being put to the "Workhouse" - at an estimated ooet 
of U millions. Houses for the destitute will be brightened, mass wards will booomo 
aawll rocMS, with better lighting, ventilation, sanitary equipment and kitchen equip¬ 
ment] fittings and furniture will be hitn&nleed. Many other improvements will be made 
and the ooet will be met from local loans, REPAYABLE OVER 40 YEARS, the State paying 
ona half of the loan charges. (D.S. 25/l/fe2) 

Ixtraot from letter to Mr. Frank Jones, City Comptroller, Vanoouver, re the 
Vancouver City Hall being paid for in TEN YEARS. 

"As the enclosed material will amplify, we can get some idea of how muoh 
this generation has been penalised by oonfieoatorjr'taxation for suoh premature repay¬ 
ment of long Ufa oapltal worka and defenoe expenditures, to the groat financial ad¬ 
vantage of future generations, (minus tho resultant injury to gonoral progross,) if 
wa multiply thia million dollars or ao by the many thouaands of times Involved. 

"Sooner or later, let us hope, our financial "leaders" will admit and or 
quit the suioidally uaeeonomlo and unaotuarlal character of auoh so-oalled "sound fi- 
nanoe" I Tour City 1*11 will be there for THREE HUNDRED AND TEN YEARS l 

"Any interest eonelderation is aa nothing, I£SS THAN NOTHING, compared with 
the new phyeleal asset and offset, and especially ita great rental dividend. The in¬ 
terest too, la paid BY Canadians TO Canadians and dose not reduoe the national inoome 
or purchasing powor." 

However, while publlo works are lndlapenaable, they circulate purchasing 
power very slowly in an extreme (quite inexcusable) unemployment situation, unless ad¬ 
equate plana and materials are ready in advance. Re-employment la more quiokly and 
better effeoted by also increasing tha manufacture and distribution of durable consu¬ 
mer goods (on eaay payments, with or without subsidies,) to the lower brackets, as 
reoomHanded in tha Ssandinavlan countries. This realiatio and objective polioy has 
alao the further and double benefit of raising the living standard of a large seotion 
of the population, and of offaettlng ths deflation of idle savings. 






INDISPENSABLE ADEQUATES

With or without the eicohul «md disastrously njjootod Keynes 1919 "i.R.P" form¬ 
ula, tha precursor of bslate and(inadequate)"Marshall Aid" and "Point 4", we muat im- 
plaaMnt i- (1) Adequate utilisation of our huoaan and material raaouroaa, - with (A) 
maximum private antarpriaa aid (B) adequate publlo enterprlaa.

THU WAR l 
In 1961,we were also overtaxed enough to provide a "budget aurplua"of nearly a BILLION 
DOLLARE, wMoh from force of habit and uneconomic technique .will probably be presented 
to posterity, per premature repayment of "national debt." 

In amttara like amortisation, investment and debt,governments and public bodies 
are 10T like Individuals, here today end gone tomorrow. Lord Kaynss, Lord Beveridge, 
Lord Semplll, P.C.Lcftue, M.P., Dre Hansen, Soddy and Withers, A.H.Abbati and Towers, 
eto., have stressed this. Mr. Graham Towers asks "Aa debt ia an esaet of the people, 
what would be the objeot in repaying It T There ia often an object in an individual 
entity getting out of debt, but in a country where the sum total of public and private 
debt is dacreasing,you havu a country going baokamrde and in which poverty is becoming 
widespread. In darkaet Afrloa there le no debt. 

"Publio debts often represent assets in the publicly owned aaeets created 
through them, and in addition, tha debts themaelves are assets in the hands of tha na¬ 
tion's oltlsens".Mr. Towars said ha agroed with Mr. Tucker, M.P. that "to the ex¬ 

tant Canada had unemployed labour and productive equipment, e potential naans of bet¬ 
tering the ■oonomio statue la being foregone." Interest, too, ie no obstacle)the in¬ 
disputable dividend eonsequently earned more than pays it) interest le paid BY Cana¬ 
dians TC Canadiarai it does not reduce purchasing power or tha national Incoma. 

(6) Adequate voluntary and compulsory savings, (Instead of ccnfieoatcry taxes) 
for preventing Inflation, - aa previously usod auooersfully in Canada.

To compare the stability and price inoreeaes of the countrias employing subsi¬ 
dies, plans and sontrols, with those of oountries whioh do not, la to eliminato all 
possibility of argument and doubt. 

To suggest any possible alternative to the above integrated formula is to re¬ 
ject all lorle,justice and realism,ae well aa the positive preventative of conmuniem. 
(very political democracy ie not nseessarily a aooial and oooncmio damooraey.

The 
Oonnall of four paid no attention to theee leauea.((Three cf then oouldn'tt)) It la an 
extmordlaary faot that tha fundamental aoonoalo problene of a Europe starving and dis- 
lntegrating before their eyas, waa the one queetlon in whioh it wae inpoeelble to ar- 
ouee in to re et." ((Carried out at laet, 29 yeare and a ghaatly war late,with a mere 2% 
of the Q.£. national lnoone for thrwo yeare, it rehabilitated Europe imeneely,- ae it 
would hava done in 1919 and avoided Qenoan aaee unemployment, Hitlerian and W.fhr 2.)) 

"lnt finance be prlaerlly national.I oonelder that the duty of ordering 

the owrrent volume of lnvestaant oannot be left safely in private hande....The adjuet- 
nant by government of tha prcpenelty to oonewe and the induoament to lnveet ie the • 
eential pre-requisite of the eueoaeeful functioning of INDIVIDUAL INITIATIVE." (KBYNKS) 
"The vlgoroue ettenpta by Ct. Britain to retire a large part of her war debt 
after the flret World Nar oattributed to that country'e depression in the twentiee and 
thlrtlee...Public debte in their noet inportant aepaote DO NOT reeenble private debte.

There 
is no limit to tho desired exohange of goods and ssrviose by barter, therefore finance 
whleh le supposed to, and can, aooelerate such exchange, MUST MOT be allowed to ob¬ 
struct it.

Tha plight of our eenlor citizens concerning the diffi¬ 
culty In securing health and welfare benefits has not gone unnoticed. 

Wa have had a number of actuarial studies done concerning this 
problem and, quits frankly, the premiums involved in establishing 
such a trust are prohibitive. 

There are, as you may know, a number of major insurance 
companies In the United States that give such coverage to those over 
60 years of age. Here too, the premiums sre rather excessive. 

While the International Union has not abandoned its efforts to secure, 
through collective bargaining, coverage in health snd welfare for our 
retired members, it is not yet a reality. 

We suggest that you contact your local union which, we are 
surs will aid and assist you in contacting one of the insurance carriers 
who have euch plans.

Section One. That this Resolution and the Fund 
hereby provided for ihall lie known aa the William 
Green Memorial Fund 

Section Two. For the purpoae of creatine this Fund, 
each National and International Union affiliated with 
the American Federation -if Labor ahall be requeated 
to make, on or about January I, 1064, a voluntary 
tontnbutioa baaed upon ita membership in an amount 
wjual to lc per member per month for is months 
Each Federal Labor Union shall likewise be requested 
kb make, at auch time, a aimilar contribution in an 
amount equal to lc par member per month for a period 
of It montha. 

Section Three. All amounta voluntarily contributed 
by National and International Unions and Federal 
Labor Unions shall bo paid to the Secretary-Treasurer 
of the American Federation of Labor, who shall give 
hia oflLial receipt for the aame. He ahall have au¬ 
thority to give such general suporviaion to the collec 
Usn of such fund* aa he may find to be necesaary or 
appropriate. He shall place all amounta received in 
a separate fund in a bank or banha, such fund to be 

r iermanent in character and to be known aa the Wil¬ 
iam Green Memorial Fund. He ahall be authorised 
to open am-uata in banks which he may deem ap¬ 
propriate and he ia authoriaed to make deposits and 
sign cheeks for the withdrawal of funda from such 
accounts _ 

Section Four. The President of the American Fed 
oration of Labor shall appoint a Finance Committee 
to be com p osed of the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor and two members of 
the Executive Council. The Secretary-Treasurer of 
the American Federation of Labe r shall alao be 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Finance Committee pro¬ 
vided for herein. He ahall have full right, power 
and authority to invest and reinvest any and all funds 
received by the William Green Memorial Fund, in 
securities and property in which it may be, from 
time to time, lawful to invest trust funda under the 
lawa of the District of Columbia; and, in making 
such investment, shall have full power and authority 
to sell, exchange, transfer and deliver any part of the 
fundi or property, from time to tin**, constituting 
said William Green Memorial Fund, nt auch prices 
and upon auch terms and conditions an to him ahall 
seem meet; provided, however, no invaatmrnt ahall be 
made of any such fur-is or property hereunder unless 
and until such investment ia approved by a majority 
of the Finance Committee. The Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Finance Committee shall submit U> the Preal 
dent of the American Fadoration of Labor each year, 
prior t« the second meeting of the Executive Council 
in ench yanr, a report from the Finance Committee 
setting forth the condition nf the Fund and amount- 
available for distribution. It ahall not be necessary 
for th* Finance Committee to organixe at auch, but 
it ahall be proper for the member* thereof to act 
by mail ir telegraph without meeting. Vacancies on 
*nid committee may be filled by the President of the 
American Federation of Labor. Members of th* com¬ 
mittee -hall serve without compensation and shall 
not be required to give bond for tnc faithful porform 
ance of I Heir dutie- Neither tha Secretory-Treasurer 
(Hi< members .if such committee ihall be liable for any 
lovs occurring to such fund from a m.stake in judg 
d regarding investment*. 

Section Five. Distribution and payment of the 


income of aaid fund, and of such portions of the 
principal thereof as may from time to time be avail¬ 
able for distribution and payment, shall be made from 
time to time, in such amount*, to such worthy char¬ 
itable organisations (operated not for profit or to 
conduct propaganda, or to attempt to influence legis¬ 
lation) , and other worthy rausrs, including a perma¬ 
nent monoment or other suitable memorial to William 
Green at the new headouarters building of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of Labor or elsewhere, as may be 
determined solely by the Executive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor by majority vote; pro¬ 
vided, that all of the income from and not to exceed 
2t) per cent of the principal of said Fund may be 
distributed and expended in any one calendar year. 

Section Six. The Executive Council may, in its 
discretion, provide for a Memorial Committee from 
its membership, of which the President of the Ameri¬ 
can Federation of luibor shall bo Chairman. Such 
committee shall make all necessary investigations of 
prospective recipients of payments from said Fund, 
and ihall make recommendations to the Executive 
Council with respect to the charities and other worthy- 
causes which should receive naymrnts from the Fund 
and the amounta thereof. Members of the committee 
shall serve without compensation. 

Section Seven. Any order or direction of the Execu¬ 
tive Council with respect to the distribution or pay 
ment of portions of said Fund or the income of said 
Fund to worthy charities and other worthy causes, 
and any order or direction of the Finance Committee 
with respect to the investment, management and con¬ 
trol of such Fund, shall be constituted and evidenced 
by a certified copy of the pertinent proceedings, order 
or directive of the Executive Council or Finance 
Committee, signed by the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
American Federation of Labor. In the case of the 
Finance Committee, it shall he sufficient for any order 
or direction to he signed by a majority of the com¬ 
mittee, without meeting. Such certified copies of pro¬ 
ceedings, orders or directives shall be executed in 
duplicate, one copy of which shall be retained on file 
in the office of th* Secretary-Treasurer of the Ameri¬ 
can of Federation of Labor, and one of which may, if 
required, he filed with the hank from which such 
funds are paid. 

Section Eight. The accounts of the Fund shall be 
kept by the Secretary-Treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor and shall be annually audited 
in like manner as other funds of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, and a report thereof published In 
the proceeding* of the Convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. AM necessary records of pro¬ 
ceedings with respect to said Fund shall he retained 
by th* Secretary-Treasurer of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Ijihor.

In no 
event shall the American Federation of Labor, its

IQr own awareness of what I considered to be an exception In the above 
case was ths basis of ny letter to President Hoffa, whoa I felt would 
sake a similar exception for a disabled member with 29 years of service. 
However, your letter Indicates the Pension Plan must follow the part¬ 
icular law vhlch applies to It's program and that there are no except¬ 
ions to the rule. In view of the above mentioned exception, the lav, 
and your explanation regarding It, It Is all very confusing to me.

Apparently a technicallty of ths TWameter'e lav prohibits him a 
psnslon shich Is provided for drivers with less service than Ur. 

Grssns, whom on ths basis of his ags rather than his permanent dis¬ 
ability Is dsnled ths honor, prestige, and psnslon afforded members 
vho for another reason ars also unable to work. 

Ths Northeastern Mfe insurance Company underwriting the case of Mr. 
Greens sa a part of his teamster's union contract provides $48.68 
each month for 3 years starting on date of approval which was June 
26,103d. The Permanent and Itotal Disability plan provided by Social 
Security pays him $116.uO each month. Tbgether, this Is often a 
fraction of amount spent for hospitalisation, doctors and costly 
medicines that will be required each day for the rest of his life. 

CSrtalnly you as Oanersl President of the Tesmster'a Union feel a moral 
rssponalbllity If not a legal one to this deserving member, if possible, 
plesas recognise this responsibility by informing the Trustees of your 
dsslrs to accept the responsibility of adding Harry Greene to the 
psnslon rolls.
